STILL RISING. 


Missouri's Flood Swelling the Vol- 
ume of the Mississippi. 


The Levee Partially Submerged—Anxiety in 
the Lumber Districts—Hopes of a Speédy 
Abatement of the Flood—The Railroads. 


On the levee steamboatmen are watching 
the rising water with mingled hope an‘ fear 
and are carefully weighing the import of 
such news as is brought by those latest to 
arrive from up the swollen Missouri. Arise 
of eight inches during the night has brought 
the river up to the curb-stone in a great 
many places along the river front and east 
of the business city, while in one or two 
places foot passengers are obliged to go 
around the block to regaina dry sidewalk. 
The aspect of the father of waters as 
he sweeps: under the river arches is de- 
cidedly angry. The current is very swift, 
and great trees and logs are being carried by 
in large numbers. Only one of the bridge 
arches on the Levee remains dry, and through 
the others the water Is Tushing with the 
swiftness of a mill-race. Very few of the 
boats at the Levee hfve complete gangway 
communication with. terra-firma, and in 
drawing goods to some of them the horses 
are standing beliy-deep in water by the time 
they reach the point of unloading, At the 
wharfboat used by the Missourt packets it 
was stated that the rise all along that river 
continues very serious, but, In the opinion 
of those of long eXperience, the rise at St. 
Louis bad about reached its maximum point, 
This deduction was based upon the 


people reported that they were all right ev- 
erywhere this morning, but were ex cting 
trouble at or near Kansas City during the 
day. Perishable freight is still being re- 
ceived, however, and the immediate danger 
cannot be overgreat. The St. Louis and 
Cairo Narrow Gauge has been compelled to 
quit the use of its new line, just built be- 
tween Carondelet and St. Louis, and is 
using the Conologue road. The water is not 
yet 

OVER THE TRACK, 
but the road being new and soft it had to be 
abandoned, otherwise the road is all right 
clear through to Cairo. The T. C. & St. L. 
railway is reported to be ina bad condition 
in’'East St. Louis and men are at work pro- 
tecting the trestling and embankments. 
Trains are running as usual yet. The L & 
St. ., Vandalia, O. & M. and L. & N., are 
all right, only awaiting atwelve to eighteen 
inches rise that will submerge all the East 
St. Louis approaches. 


At Jefferson City.

JEFFERSON Curry, June 19.—The Missouri 
river is rising and has been out of its banks 
since yesterday. Fears are expressed that 
at nodistant day this treacherous stream 
will engulf the bottom lands on the Calloway 
county side.

Ever since the oldest inhab- 
itant settled here (some fifty years ago), the 
river has been cutting in on the ¢ alloway 
county side. State Treasurer Clappell had 
a farm of 300 acres washed into the river not 
long since, and houses that were at one time 
haifa mile from the bank of the river are 
now within a few yards of it. ‘The govern- 
ment has expended considerable money in 
trying to remedy this serious danger, but so 
far little or no benefit has been derived. 
This land is all very valuable, ranging in

The water has broken through the walls 
made to protect the ice-houses south of Les- 
perance street and they are now in a decid- 
ediy bad condition. At‘lam’s bucket fac- 
tory a Vigorous fight is being nade to keep 
the flood trom the yard and the struggle has 
so far proved successiul, the embankments 
Which uave been ralsed Keeping the* water 
oul. 

The transfer track in East Carondelet is 
now covered with water to the depth of sey- 
eral feet, but transters are still made. 

This morning the stage of water was 
thirty-two feet five inches, being a rise of 
cight inches during the night. 

‘Lhe lowlands north and south of East St. 
Louis are completely inundated, many of the 
houses containing early two feet of water. 
Cahokia creek is bank-iull and has broken 
its boundaries in several places, but as yet 
has done little damage. ‘The cellars in East 
St. Louis are all full and in some of the resi- 
dences in the main part of the city the water 
is vozing through the lower floors. ‘Thetract 
of land between East St. Louis and the col-

The Railroads. 

The condition of the many railroads lead- 
inginto St. Louis with reference to high 
water, While in many instances slightly im- 
proved this morning, is in others worse than 
ever, and the continued rise of the river, 
Which it is calculated will not reach the 
climax before to-morrow evening, will great- 
ly increase the local complications. The 
Wabash, which seems to have suffered 
most, is stillcut olf irom Kansas City and 
Council Dbiuifs. The river along which 
the track runs for some distance this 
side of Kansas City is out of bank and the 
track untit for use. Local trains are run 
from St. Louls as tar west as Liberty 
landing and Harlem, while all through busi- 
uess, both freizut ana passenger,is sent over 
the Missouri Vacilic. Itis expected to -send 
the regular Council biuffts train out this 
evening. The breakin the Humiston and 
Shenandoan has been closed and that road 
will be used to get into Council Blutts. The 
Council Biutls division is ina badly demor- 
alized condition owing to. the un- 
precedented rise in the Grand 
river. ‘The Grand river is seven feet higher 
than last June, which was then considered 
the highest possible himit. Another wash- 
out on the line between Hannibal aud 
Springheld is reported, but not of a serious 
hature. ‘Lhe Wabash east is said to be 
above any of the present rises. all through. 
Maj. Wade thinks it possibie that the regu- 
lar Kansas City through train will go out as 
usual to-night, but itis probable that it will 
be delayed until morning. ‘the Missouri 
Pacitic, aside from several 

VERY THREATENING STREAMS 
reaching the rivers through the biuffs, has 
experienced no trouble. No _ perishable 
freight is being received for. points on the 
Nebraska extension north of Atchison, be- 
cause of high water. The rise in the river 
has hardly gotten far enough south yet to 
aifect the lron Mountain or any ol its

° BLAMING THE JURY. 

In discussing the Star-Route trial most of 

the Republican papers have made a scape- 
goat of the jury. Some have made use of the 
occasion to inveigh against juries in gen- 
eral, while others, as appears from the ex- 
tracts reprinted in another column, specify 
Washington juries as particularly unfitted 
to try cases against persons accused of rob- 
bing the Treasury. One prominent Re- 
publican paper: broadly asserted the other 
day that, in a long line of disgraceful acquit- 
tals against the almost unanimous verdict of 
the press and the country, Washington 
juries had shown themselves invariably un- 
worthy of trust in such cases. 
When we see independent papers like the 
Chicago Times and the Philadelphia Zimes 
helping to swell this outcry, we cannot treat 
it as a mere effort to shift all blame from the 
party in power. Besides, in this case, as in 
several celebrated cases preceding, there cer- 
tainly has been a very marked difference 
between the verdict of the country at large 
and what appeared to be the prevailing sen- 
timent in the atmosphere of Washington. 
Without discussing the alleged moral causes 
of this difference, we wish tocall attention 
to the fact that the framers of our consti- 
tution shaped our judicial system to work 
within and over States, and with the aid of 
juries composed of voters, political units in 
sympathy with the tax-paying masses. 
They never contemplated the trial of the 
great majority of unfaithful officials and ras- 
cally contractors before juries who are ex- 
cluded from all share in the meking of our 
laws and the election of our officials. The 
safe-guards which the constitution throws 
around criminal trials apply only to judicail 
districts within the States, and are extended 
to the Territories and to the District of Co- 
lumbia by statute, not by constitutional pro- 
vision. 

Congress has created statutory tribunals in 
which the Dorsrys, BRapys and such like 
betrayers of public trusts can be tried in an 
anomalous jurisdiction before a jury of non- 
voters, and within the reach of influences 
more potent there than elsewhere to corrupt 
the fountains of justice. Whenever Con- 
gress percieves that Washington criminal 
courts are becoming mere sanctuaries for law 
breaking officiais and for men who conspire 
to defraud the government, it will ordain 
that tne trial of such cases shall take place 
in the regular United States courts and be- 
fore such juries as the constitution itself has 
provided for. 


THE MANLY ART, 

The report in our local columns of the 
closing exercises in our public schools, in 
which two juvenile athletes amused the 
audience with adisplay of their skill with 
the boxing-gloves, has excited the customary 
discussion as to the inherent wickedness of 
sparring and its inevitable result in leading 
the aspiring and scholarly mind of youth 
down by resistless steps to professional 
pugilism, habitual disturbance of the peace 
and infractions of the constitution of the 
state. 

It is curious that there should still be so 
many people to argue that the amusements 
which are capabie of being perverted to evil 
uses are evil in themselves. The Puritan 
idea rejects the innocent amusement of whist 
or cribbage, because cards are used in games 
which are not innocent. But the Puritan 
idea also rejected music at one time, because 
music had been enlisted, it was supposed, in 
the service of the devil. 

There are still people who deny themselves 
the innocent pleasure of dancing because in 
corrupt ages dancing was a corrupt amuse- 
ment; people who will not look at a horse- 
race because other people are betting on the 
race, and who will not drink a glass of wine 
because other people drink too many glasses 
As long as these extremists merely regulate 
their own conduct by their own views they 
are entitied to respect, but, unfortunately, 
they are generally to be found attempting to 
enforce their views on others, They are 
the ones who attempt to compel others to ob- 
serve the Sabbath strictly, and to restrict in- 
dividual liberty in the matter of drinking. 

As far as boxing is concerned, the legislat- 
ure has prohibited public exhibitions of it 
by a law which is practically a dead letter. 
But boxing is a regular part of the pro- 
gramme at the athletic exhibitions of the 
great eastern Colleges, and we do not think 


that the display made by two little boys of* 


seven, at a public school exhibition, has irre- 
parably damaged our civilization. ~

What the Press is saying about the Absurd- 
ity and Anomaly.

The star route fury, with its dreamer-of- 
dreams foreman and its delirium-tremens Vernon, 
has brought in a verdict of acquittal This 
verdict cannot be called an unexpected one, and 
about all we care to say concerning the matter 
just at the present time is that there is an urgent 
necessity for congress to take some positive 
action, atthe earliest possible moment, to have 
political offenders and public thieves tried some- 
where else than at Washington.

Statement to the Press.

Condition of the Ford and Robertson Es-

Judge Chester H. Krum is still at home. 
The statement over his own signature, prom- 
lsed to the press yesterday, appears in this 
Mmorning’s papers, and does not contain any- 
thing in the way of explanation that was not 
presented to the readers of Monday’s Posr- 
DisPatcu in the published interview with 
Judge Krum. In this statement, as in the 
interview, the judge claims and shows that 
he has complied with the conditions of the 
imposed trust, both in the matter of the 
Ford and of the Robertson estates. His 
friends are elated over the satisfactory vin- 
dication which he makes, and declare that 
they never fora moment doubted his integ- 


rity, or gave other than passing attention to 
the stories that were floating around con- 
In this statement the judge 
makes no reference to the peculiar circum- 


cerning him. 


stances under which he left the city, and 
says nothing about his travels. He hoids 
these to be purely private matters which do 
not call for public explanation. The state- 


ment that appears in this morning’s papers 


is as follows: 
Te the editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


In view of the extraordinary statements 
in public prints, which I have seen for the 
first time since my return to St. Louis, I beg 


the indulgence of your columns to remove 
erroneous and unfounded impressions. 


I ain charged with being a defaulter to the 


estate of C. W. Ford. 

The publication made in regard to my con- 
nection with the estate makes the charge in 
express terms. But the ground of complaint 
is limited to one item—**personalty, $2,429 75.’’ 
The conclusion is said to have been stated 
in court by counsel that my accounts were 
false because the personalty referred to was 
actually Gleponed of in 1874, but the item has 
been carried in subsequent settlements as if 
the pre riy remained unsold, 

The facts are simply these: The person- 
alty in question consisted of three horses, 
two buggies, certain household effecis, pict- 
ures and office furniture. I, of course, 
charged myself with the amount of the ap- 
praised value of such personalty. But soon 
after I received letters of administration 
Gen. Grant, then president, advised me that 
one of the horses was his property, and not 
that of Mr. Ford. Hence I did not take pos- 
session of that horse,which, with the others, 
was on Gen. Grant’s farm, and determined 
upon final settlement to claim credit for the 
appraised value of the animal in question. 
Certain pictures, whose appraised value is 
known by the court records, were sold by 
me at the best possible price, but for a sum 


less than the sposinees value. 
1 became entitl thereby to 
credit for the difference. So 


certain household effects .were taken by 
Mrs. maning. at their appraised value. 
bhe receipted to me fors0 much money on 
account of her distributive share. But after 
the property had been shipped to her, she 
discovered that certain articles were actually 
her own and naturally claimed that she 
Ought not to be charged with them. 1 sug- 
gested that upon final settlement the whole 
matter could be arranged, and nothing fur- 
ther was done. ‘This explanation disposes 
of this ground of censure. have carried 
the items in my settiement in its original 
shape, solely for purposes ef convenience.

been so ever since. One lot has what might 
be termed a very significant vaiue, in that it 
has involved the estate in litigation, whic) 
ay sweep away the entire remainder of the 
estate. That litigation is now pending and 
undetermined. 

The notes inventoried at £28,279 95 have 
never been worth the paper on which they 
were written. Thesame remark applies to 
the accounts. 

I deny most unequivocally that I have 
been guilty of maladministration in this mat- 
ter. I have no quarrel to make with the dis- 
tributees of the estate. Its condition is as 
well known to them as to myself. I intend 
to surrender the trust at the present term of 
the probate court. The bond has become in- 
sufficient, and I did not intend to give fur- 
ther security. Ichallenge the most unspar- 
ing investivation of my management of this 
estate. I shail make settlement as is my 
right, and the balance shown. by that settle- 
ment will be forthcoming to my most worthy 
successor in trust. 

Charles W. Ford was my intimate person- 
al friend. I contended in the midst of a re- 
lelentiess assault upon his memory that the 
very insiguificance of his estate was. con- 
clusive proof of his innocence of frauds upon 
tne government. The agreement which met 
with favor then seems now, by some, at 
least, to have been utterly forgotten. ~ 

Oi Saturday, June 16, the Post-DisPATCH 
publishett certain conclusions in regard to 
the assignment of William Robertson, which 
were most unjust to myself and outrageous 
tomy sureties. The idea conveyed was that 
I had fraudulently made way with the en- 
tire estate. I am utierly at a loss to under- 
stand why such a publication should be 
made. It is true that no inventory had been 
filed. It is true that noterm reports have 
beenmade. But the reason for this condi- 
tion of things is not to be found in defal- 
cation. The assignment was madeto me 
in June, 1882. The assets, with the excep- 
tion of asmall amountin accounts and some 
fixtures, consisted of aretail stock of dry 
goods, It was indispensable that the goods 
be sold at the earliest possible day. Accord- 
ingly, before the inventory had been com- 
pleted, | had an account of stock taken and 
obtained an order of sale. The goods were 
sold. ‘The inventory was completed. I was 
called eastward on business; returned to St. 
Louis, and duringthe last of the summer 
and early fail mouths I was confined to my 
bed by sickness, which bid fair to make me 
the subject matter of an inventory myself, 
The consequence was that I did not file the 
inventory. In the pressure of other matters 
it has not been filed since, But every .cred- 
itor of the estate understands the condition of 


the estate. do not seek excuses 
for not having filed this in- 
ventory, but the remedy is plain, 


r 


if any one has been injured. here can be 
no sense in jumping at the conclusion that 
the inventory has been mislaid to deceive 
those interested in the estate. The same re- 
marks apply tothe term reports. The cred- 
itors have received a dividend of 50 per cent 
of their respective claims. They know that 
the pending of a suit involving nearly $12,000 
between the estate and the limited partner 
of the assignor has led to the postponement 
of further dividends. I concede that strictly 
the term reports ought to have been made. 
But no crediter has moved forarule upon 
the assignee to require him to make such re- 
ports, and while one will soon be made, I ut- 
terly deny the right of any one, be he cred.- 
itor or merely a sensation monger, to make 
the failure to report the basis of a charge 
of fraud and defaication. 

One further ovat one Iamdone. I am 
profoundly grateful for the kind expresssions 
of friendship which I have received from all 
sources since my return. I am profoundly 
thankful for the considerate manner in 
which my unexplained absence has, in the 
main, been treated by the press. I left my 
home abruptly to accomplish a settled pur- 
pose. Ithas given me strength, fortitude 
and determination, unswervingly hencefor- 
ward to devote al! energy and such ability as 
has been vouchsafed to me to the advance- 
ment of the business of my_ profession. My 
friends understand now fully my purpose in 
going away; they know the circumstances 
under which my absence seemingly became 
mysterious; bave sympathized most warmly 
with those whom it pained, and have wel. 
comed me upon my return with a warmth 
and kindness which will ever be to me in 
precious ayd lasting reinembrance,

A SANTA ROSA MYSTERY 


Strange Stories About a Strange 
Community and its Leader.

A Visit to a Living Argument Against Sociale 
— 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

For five or six years the good people of 
SantaRosa have had an unsolved social mys- 
tery to discuss and build vague conjectures 
upon. So much have they enjoyed it, that 
in all the time no effort has been made to 
solve it, although it was a matter easy of ae- 
complishment, as a Call reporter recently 
found. This mystery has stood the gosstp- 
loving citizens of Santa Rosa in such good 
stead as a subject of conversation upon days 
when it was either too hot or too wet to go 
out of doors—of which kind of days the lit- 
tle town lras its share—that it would be un- 
fair to destroy the mystery had not conject- 
ure extended far beyond the limits of even 
Sonoma county. Slowly down the read, 

ast Petaluma, San Rafael, and even to San 

rancisco, the rumor at last spread that near 


Santa Rosa a strange communi- 
ty of people were demonstrating 
the theories of every social phi- 


losopher from John Swinton and Uarry 
George to Victoria Woodhull and Denis 
Kearney. A Call reporter who, one day last 
week, started out on a tourof investigation, 
found the stories about the mysterious com- 
munity stranger and more numerous as he 
neared Sania Rosa. The name of the head 
of the community, so the reporter was in- 
formed in Santa Rosa, was Harris, variously 
called Doc, Captain, and Jesus Christ Harris. 
The last name grew out of a belief in Santa 
Rosa that Mr. Harris claims to be a second 
saviour of men on earth. Some said the com- 
munity was communistic only in its com- 
mercial relation, and that there was fothin 
in its soeial relation that gave promise o 
success to the doctrines of Woodhull. One 
theory was that some of the men and women 
of the country were not participants in 
profits and privileges, but were only ser- 
vants, subject. however, to 
STRICTLY SOCIAL DISCIPLINE, 

One Santa Rosaian seriously informed the 
reporter that the people of the community 
lived in three houses;the men participants 
in ome, the women in another, and the 
servantsin a third. But of the score of 
wild and absurd stories, the one most weird | 
and eerte told to the reporter was that the 
head of the community had a colony of 
women over the hills in a deep and secluded 


canon who never saw a man. These fort- 
unate creatures, so the reporter’s informant 
solemnly asserted, had only to express a 
wish for any of this world’s goods andit was 
supplied to them. ‘They wrote on a slip of 
paper the name of any articles they required 
and left the order ona log in a sequested 
nook. Whether it had been for a hali-dozen 
corset-steels, a glove-buitoner, assorted in-

visible nets or a sack of potatoes, the 
articles would be found  .at the 
identical nook the following day. 


The genii upon whose operations the women 
depended was never supposed to remain at 


the nook long enough to catch a glimpse 
of the ordering maidens, though 
it must be confessed—added 
the informant—that the temptation 


to do so was very strong. ‘The most definite 
information Was given by a man who had at- 
tended a “‘party’’ given by Mr. Harris three 
years ago, that being the one occasion when 
the mysterious premises were thrown open 
to comparatively public inspection. But if 
Mr. Harris had given the “party” for the 
purpose of setting at rest the floating rumors, 
some of whicu he had heard, he signaily 
failedin his object. “lL reckon that party 
was the finest ever given in the county,” the 
informer on this branch of the mystery said, 
with great caution. “Why, you hever saw 
anything like it. When you drove into the 
grounds there were servants, sir, to take 
your horse, actually! And the house—why, 
there wasn’t no doors anywhere inside but 
-arpets, or something like that, hung across 
where the doors ought to have been, and 
when you went through a doorway you 
pushed aside those things, just as easy and 
soft.

AT THE MYSTERIOUS THRESHOLD. 

Impressed by these conflicting stories, the 
reporter rode out from Santa Rosa on the 
north road about three miles, where upon the 
brow of a small hill and tothe right of the 
road a considerable pile of buildings, pre- 
viously described to him, marked the pre- 
cinets of the community. 

In response to a knock at the door ‘n the 
second residence a gentieman carefully 
dressed and spotless as linen and white 
vest, but comfortably coatless and smoking 
a clay pipe, answered to thd reporter that he 
was Mr, E. L. Harris. The reporter briefly 
explained that his mission was to learn the 
measure of success

had met with, and to favor the world with 
the details of its operation. Mr. Harris 
smiled and answered: ‘Just tie your horse, 
please, and step into the library, where it is 
comparatively cool; hot day, this, to be 
abroad inthe sun.”” ‘The reporter stepped 
into a library-room, connecting by twe 
arches with a music-room, both arches, as 
were all the doors leading from both rooms, 
being hung with modestiy-colored portieres, 
but of rich fabric. ‘lhe richly-stored book- 
shelves extended around three sides of the 
double room, and a center table in the music- 
room was strewed with opened current lit- 
erature, magazines and papers. It wasa 
very friendiy and comfortable-looking 
place, but the reporter was determined to 
probe the wickedness of the female colony, 
guarded by blood-hounds, and waited silent- 
iy for an answer to his original. “Now 
make yourself comfortable,” said Mr. Har- 
ris, “avd excuse my being in my shirt- 
sleeves [a servant offered hii his cvat}, and 
’litalk toyou. I am not experimenting 
with any one’s socialistic or communistic 
theories just at present. I got through that 
sortof tuning seme time ago. ‘Thlisis my 
private residence, and lam managing here 
wy ownestate. came here six years ago, 
very much broken\ down in health, bought 
this place, lived in great retirement—visiting 
Santa Rosa scarcely three times in as many 
vears—found my place sufficient to amusd 
me and occupy my time, and so had no time 
or inclination ‘to make acquaintance, ane 
the résult you can guess.” 

“You mean that because you have been al- 
most a reciuse the people have learned noth- 
ing of you, and have invented all these re- 
markable stories ?”’ 

“I suspect that is about it. . 

“But you have a number of people here?’ 

‘Twenty or thirty farm laborers and ser- 


vauts.”’

“And do you not controi their social in ter- 
course ?”’ 

“Not in the least. I hire what assistance 
I require to operate my place of fifteen 
hundred acres and exact from my laborers 
what every other farmer must—an equiy- 
alent for their wages.” 

“But you spoke of having got through 
with sociaism.” 

“1 will tell you what that meant, For a 
great many years | was greatly Interested in 
the various attempts made to torm a higher 
order of social life—higher thougnts, piain- 
er living, fraternal love and all that. lam 
familiar with all the attempts which hate 
been made in this country within the centu- 
ry. ‘There have been between sixty and 
seventy such attempts and every one has 
failed. These attempts have not been fail- 
ures because the best availabie material has 
not entered into them. The famous Brook- 
farm experiment enlisted the co-operation of 
such a woman as Margaret Fuller, such men 
as Hawthorne, George Ripiey, Charies A. 
Dana and many other men and women who 
have since become famous. Dana was the 
cook in the kitchen at that farm, and when 
such a man as that, for the sake of principle, 
will do such work, and the experiment fails, 
it is not because of the men whotry. After 
the Brook farm falled, Ripley and Dana 


Greeley was just getting into shape, the 
former at $15 and the latter at $10 a woek, 

and they tried no more at reformation 

through the community pian, at least. Now 

although I knew all these men well, beard 
them discuss Brook farm, even worked with 
some of them on the New York Tribune 
forty years ago, [| was not yetsatified that 
the experiment that a community of the 
right character of people, with a h r so- 
cial life as an end, might not be successfully 


operated. Well, once having the wealth to 
inaugurate the community, I did so, —— A 
every experiment of the kind in this cou 


must, it failed. That is why, although I was 
for many years 

IDENTIFIED WITH SUCH MOVEMENTS 
in the Eastern states, I want no more of it, 
and am not trying it here and now. I have 
had visiting me here at this place a number 
of friends from the East, who were once as 
strong in the socialistic faith as I was, but 
they are all now of my belief—that in the 
present state of society in the United States, . 
no pure communism can rkucceed. Our peo- 
ple are too strongly individual. If you re 
move from the members of any communi 
the spur of individual necessity and rewa 
you have a community of partial non- 
ducers. This has been the experience of the 
Shakers and Quakers and every community 
in the United States that has triedit. The 
Shakers never estimate for more than half @ 
day’s labor per diem from the men ner 
into the benefits of their communities. Theré 
is in the Fasta oq gen! of once numerous 
and thriving Shakers, which has dwindled 
down to about 100 men, all of them nearly 
seventy years old, who have a community 
property worth $12,000,000. They refuse to 
increase their number by accessions from 
without, and as they have been celibates, 
the community must soon vanish from the 
land. ‘They know that the men who profess 
a willingness to come into their ranks merely 
want to get achance at their wealth, and 
they prefer to leave its disposition to the 
Lord, than to any of the latter-day com- 
munists.” 

Mr. Harris’ ranch of 1,500 acres is being 
gradualiy turned into a vineyard under his 
supervision, about 450 acres being already in 
vines. He is enthusiastic about the fature 
of viticulture in this state and about the 
state itself, which has given him back com- 
plete health. He is a tall, handsome man of 
about sixty-five, but looks much younger. 

The reporter noticed on the outward drive 
that the hounds were not of the fierce blood 
species, but the mild and playful deerhound, 
and in the absence of any female colonists 
to keep in bounds, take an occasional flyer 
after the nervous jackrabbit or the oc- 
casional fox.

Lightning Strikes a Wire Fence.

During the storm the other night the 
electrical current played rather a queer. 
freak on the farm of Mr. Dr. Nall, who lives 
six miles south of Windsor.
